cessary for the preserva ■ 
health." 

Tlio resolution was not 
a few death Btruggles.

Ottawa, July 28. — Tho assault upon con- 
traband whiskey that has been in progress 
in the Gulf of St, Lawrence during the last 
few days hos como to a successful conelu 
sion, and the mill! ary forces, two olGeera, 
sixty men and one gun have returned from 
their expedition \s itli Bouchard the smug- 
gler under arrest. The contraband trade 
has Viecn allowed by all governments for 
years aud years to jiroceed unmolested. 
Everyliody know that the importation 
of whiskey by the way of the French Islands 
of St. Pierre and Miquelon was regularly 
conducted, . The "free- traders," as tho 
smugglers are designated, wcro backed by 
men of citpital and position. It waa their 
task to sail to the French group off the 
noiiat of Newfniindlrind and. there take on 
board the dregs from the Uostoit distilleries. 
Thia deadly Bluff they carried down the gulf, 
diatributing it among tho poor fishing 
villages on either shore and such pro- 
portions as were not saleablo below 
Qui bee wore reaorvcd for Quebec itself.

" SEAL PEOTECTION." 



Proposcil Business Combine in tho In- 
terests of the Fur • 
Dealers. 

Ten Hilliou Dollars tlio Contemplated 
Capital of tlio Enter- 
prise. 



Albant, N. Y., July 28.— In view of the" 
attention which has been called to the seal 

catching industry by the government's 
efforts to protect these valuable fur-bearing 
animals in Behring Sea a report is current 
here to-night which must provs of interest. 
From tho care with which the secret is 
guarded it baa been with great: difficulty 
that a representative of the United Press 
has learned of tho existence of a combina- 
tion embracing nearly if not all tho princi- 
pal houBoa in the country which deal in seal 
skins and furs generally. 

Just what effect the proposed scheme 
may have upon tho market cannot now be 
foretold. The primary shipping point for 
ekins sent by tho sealers is Victoria, B, C, 
on the Island of Vancouver. The catch 
there landed by the vessels of the sealing 
fleet is carefully treated with salt and 
packed in casks for transportation to Lon- 
don, the'great curing marko;, Thjse ship- 
ments, made in~~the fall, are immensely 
valuable and by reason of the fluctuation in 
values, are forwarded' to' London under 
guarantee of delivei'y within a specified 
time from the date of departure. 

Latterly the bulk of these shipments 
from Viiitoria are by boat to Seattle and 
Tacoma, and thence by fast expreas freight 
trains on tho transcontinental roads to the 
Atlantic seaboard, wliero they aro pkced 
on the speediest of tho Atlantic liners. At 
the present time, the first receipts of the 
catch at Victoria, are received there bo- 
cause of the inability to estimate the prob- 
able total aeaaon'a catch (upon which values 
are based), owing to tho surveillance of the 
fleet by U. S. cruisers in charge of Com- 
mander Evans, If tho aiajority of tho 
fleet fails to enter Behring Sea 
and returns to Victoria with tho 
catch now on board, and abandons the- 
hunt for the season, values will be greatly 
iu uuvauuu uf last years. 

The banks of Victoria advanced tho 
sealers as high us $20 per skin last fall, 
altliough, owing to the number taken, the 
price in London on their arrival there did 
not reach that figure. It is thought the 
BLition by the sealers has been taken with a 
view to mutual protection in the event of 
hich prices, owing to . the sea- 
son's catch proving. Sluall. ,For this, 
purpose a big pool has beea formed, with a. 
reported eapilul of $10,000,000. Treadwell 
&. Co., -151 Broadway, in this- city, are .said 
to bo the promoters of the trust, which will 
probably be capitalized under the laws of 
the state of New Jersey. The number of 
concerns interested cannot be learned to- 
night, but it is believed the pool, if not 
already formed, will be organized and made 
public within a few days. 

The moiiicnt the above despatch was re- 
ceived, {which was at a late liour) the 
thought naturally auggeated itself that hero, 
possibly, was a clue to the movenionts of 
Mr. Morris Moss., who might have desired 
to aid such a scheme as tho one out- 
lined, without Ilia objects or his actions 
atlracliiig outside attention. Il may have 
been that subaeijuent to his departure from 
Vicloria, and posaibly on the eve of his re- 
turn, the idea suggested itself or was sug- 
gested to liim, its urgency, in view of all 
the eircuinatuuces, warranting him, in hia 
own mind, in starting off at once.

Tho latest cables from Aue» 
tralia report some charters for this 
port, v.-hicli show an advance of 'JJ per 
ten on coal rates, ami tonnage ia 
a.iid to bo very acarco oven at tho advance. 
This stiffening of fieighta, combined with 
the fact that nearly ev-ry coal cargo now 
en route from Great Britain aud Australia 
has passed out of firat hauda, abould help 
quotations in the near future. Wo aro now 
fully assured that the lowest prices have 
been reaohed, and it will be a long tiino bo- 
fore some of tho purchases recently made, 
can bo duplicated. This is the general 
opinion now expressed by those woll posted 
in the coal trade."

TRAPS AND TRAPPERS. 

Jlr. Davis, the Fur Dealer, .lust Down From Tho 
Peace Itlvor Country. 

Times up in tho Peace River country are 
reported us being rather quiet just now. 
Mr. H. F. Davis, the fur trader and dealer, 
who ia juat down from that region was seen 
by a Coi.o.si.sT reporter yesterday, 
spent last winter and spring in tho Peace 
River country," said Mr. Davis. ."The 
winter was an early and rather hard one, 
the river remaining icebbund until tho mid- 
dle of may, ond the snow waa still deep in 
the woods, even at that time. Sinco then 
tho weather has been good, and the crops 
up that way aro in a pronusing condition 
Mining is rather slow just now, 
a number of placer claims are bo 
ing worked in tho various small 
streams, but as yet no very rich deposits 
have been discovered, and tho returns are 
generally small, though it is probable that, 
if machinery could be gotten into the 
country, much of ' the ground how idle 
could bo worked with'; profit. But trans- 
portation is very dilBoult, and tho induce- 
ments are scarcely sufficient to lead anyone 
to attempt to 'put in a modern plant. 
Huntiug and trapping are as yet the only 
industries that amount to much. Those are 
carried on principally i^y the Indians, and 
aro on a steady iuereaso. I brought my 
furs by pack train to Quesnelle. They wil' 
come down by way of tho Caaiboo road, 
and I expect them in a few days. Take it 
all together I have done a fairly good 
season's business, and have nothing to com 
jjlain of. I reached town by way of Ash- 
croft and the C. 1'. R "

Among the many sealing schooners now 
in port ia the Beatrice, Capi. Macaulay, 
which returneti homo yesterday morning, 
and is now truusferring her 455 seal skins 
to Grant's wharf at the head of the harbor. 
This number, added to the akiiis sent down 
on another schooner, brings the Beatrieo's 
total catch for the season up to 570 skins. 
Prior to the schooner's departure from the 
sealing grounds Capt. Macaulay had con- 
siderable trouble with his Indian urcw. 
rbey refused to go to the Russian siiie, and 
wanted to come home before the captain 
waa ready. At one time, when the Beatrice 
waa at Port Etches, they, thinking they 
were in Alaska, left the schooner in a body 
and demanded that they should be pro- 
visioned and sent home. Their strike did 
not last long, however, antl they were soon 
induced to return to their vessel. Tho U.S. 
revenue cut tor Vorktowu met the Beatrice 
July f, oil' Kodiac, and gave lier orders not 
enter tho sea, the waters of which 
she (the Yorktown) was soon to 
patrol. Before heading for home, 
the Beatrice spoke the aoiiooners 
Kate, Favorite and Ifenrietta. The former 
had received the catcliea of the latter two, 
which left for the Copper Islantls, the Hen- 
rietta, having .succeeded in getting a few 
Indians who were not afraid to go to the 
other side. The Kate, which may arrive 
home at any time, brings with her besides 
S.'jO skins from tho Favorite and 150 from 
tho Henrietta, several Indians who refused 
to go to the eastern aide. The only acci- 
dent to any ot the sehoonera rcpoMed waa 
to the Kate, her foremast being carried 
away, an accident not aerious enough to 
cause her to return. 

While off Kodiac Capt. W. J. Shockley, 
of the whaling bark James Allen, boarded 
the Beatrice and asked that ho should be 
reported with two whales aboard. 

Tug Hope went North, laat evening, for a 
boom of logs. 

Steamer Maude with a full load of coal 
for the C.P.N. Company, arrived from 
Nanaimo yesterday morning and, in the 
evening, after discharging all heir cargo, 
went down to Esquimalt with a load of 
naval stores. 

Steamer Loo Sok, of the N.F.R. line, 
sailed for tho Orient about noon yesterday 
with a full cargo, composed chiefly of flour 
from Portland and coal from Nauaimo. 
Fourteen Chinamen took passogo on hor 
from this pore besides a number from 
Portland. 

Steamer Alert came in from Saturna 
Island with a aeow load of stone yesterday 
morning. 

Tho little steamer Lilly arrived from 
Nanaimo yesterday. She baa been pur 
chased by the B.C. Paper Mill Company lo 
run in connection with the new paper mill 
now being erected at Alberui. The Lilly 
will remain in port a few tl.iys when she 
will leave for Barclay Sound.

THE WESTMINSTER QUARANTINE. 

Some of tho citizens of Vancouver aro find- 
ing fault with their neighbors in Westmia- 
ter for raising tho (luarantine. The Vancoa- 
verites aro, very unreasonable. The Weat- 
- minster authorities had at least two excel- 
lent reasons for re-opening communication 
with Victoria. In tho first place they had 
found out that the quarantine was illegal. 
This of itself would have been sulBcicnt to 
induce sensible and law-abiding men to do 
a^ay with it. The men who make the laws 
tor a city should not set the example of dis- 
obedience to law. "Besides, well-disposed 
citizens have an almost instinctive dialilt ' 
to pursuing a course which they have reason 
to know is contrary to law even when it ia 
represented to them that they can do so 
with impunity. They cannot act in oppo- 
sition to the law without losing their self- 
respect, and such men are most unwilling to 
do anything that lowers them in their own 
esteem. 

In tho next place there was nothing to be 
gained by continuing the quarantine. It was 
not necessary to keep out the smallpox:, 
ior Nanaimo hasbeeninconstant commnnica- 
iiion with Victoria without a quarantine, yet 
there has not been a single case of the dis- 
ease within ita borders. From a business 
point of view the quarantine was worse 
than uselesi. While the disease remains in 
the iprovince business is slack enough. To 
make it slacker by mmecesBacily calling oil 
-communication with the principal seaport 
of the province was a very foolish proceed- 
ing. So the Westminster people wisely 
concluded that they bad quite enough of 
isolation. 



A DISH OF CRO W. 

The (Jity Uounoil ot Vancouver found 
itself, yesterday morning, in a very awk- 
ward predicament. Judge Waikem had 
decided that they had no right to keep Mr, 
Bowack, and consequently other citizens of 
Victoria, in quarantine; and the Mayor and 
other city olliciala were on board tho Comoi 
and could not, according to their own by- 
law, be allowed to land. Must they, after 
all they hid said and done, be compelled to 
release the Victorains whom they bad, 
without warrant of law, impriaoneJ ; ui;d 
would they, for consistency's sake, arrest 
the Mayor, lleallli Ollicor, and City Attor- 
ney us soon aa Ihey set foot ou the dock, 
and keep them in the quarantine prison for 
fourteen days? This latter proceeding, as 
they wore well aware, would bo very ab- 
-surd, for they know that tho city oflioiala 
on board the Coniox were aa free from 
smallpox as any of theniaelvea. But 
they were from Victoria, and was 
it not ordained that every one from that 
' infected city' must bo quarantmed ? What 
were they to do ? Woro ever respectable 
Town Councillora in such a quandary ! They 
could not ace how to got out of it without 
going back on thernaolveB in the most 
humiliating way. It would be a most risky 
piece of buaiuess to keep tlio Victorians in 
prison any longer, and to quarantine tho 
Mayor and other ofGcials was not to be 
thought of, so they must make up their 
minds to awullow the dish of crow that 
they had prepared for tbeDlselves with what 
grace they oould. 

After some painful doliberation, the be- 
wildered and collapsed City Council made 
the discovery that the spread of the 
s mallpoK in Victoria had been checked ; 
they also remembered that New 
Westminater had raised tho ijuariuitine 
against Victoria, and although they had 
threatened to punish tho sister city for its 
disobedience by quarantining it too, they 
suddenly found that it would be wise under 
the oiroumstauues to follow Woulniiustur':j 
example and declare the quarantine against 
Victoria ended. A resolution to this clTcot 
was forthwith drawn up and tho Vancouver 
Town Council swallowed its crow stow with 
A good many wry faces. 
Tlie port of Vancouver is now open to the 



ABANDONED FARMS. 

The last United States census shows that 
there aro 6,000 abandoned farms in Now 

Erigland. TIio taxes iiave nob heon paid 
on many of tlicao furma, uud tho arrears 
have uceumulaled until thiiy umount to con- 
siderable sums. Tho nomiuul owners are 
willing to sell the farms at very low prices 
indeed. It is sgid that many of them con 
bo had for less than tho cost of the buildings 
that are upon them. An account ia given 
in the New York Herald of a farm being 
olTored for $G,500, tho buildings on which 
ooab §10,000. • This farm was well aituatod. 
Hero is what is said of it iu tho Herald : 

A racpnt newspaper 'writer described a 
farm of lUlj ucrcs, two milea from ihu rail- 
way atation of WilliamsLowii. Mass., cue of 
tho loveliest villages iu Now Kugland, 
which waa odered for f(),500, and upon 
which the buildings alone could not bo 
duplicated for §10,000. In the last forty 
ycura this farm twice look the premium 
oirored for tho best managed farm in the 
town. Tho land, buildinga and fences ure 
in excellent condition and tho place is 
within half an hour's drive of markets and 
schools. Yet it can be bought for about 
half what the buildings cost. 

If any part of Canada were in such a con- 
dition 03 tliia— if the peoplo were abandon- 
ing their furma and selling them for lesa 
than the buildinga cost, thus literally giving 
tho land away, the prophets of evil would 
never cease bewailing tho pass to which the 
country had come. Most of them would 
declare tliat nothing but iinmediato annexa- 
ture could aave the country from utter ruin. 
But we aeo that being an integral part of 
tho United States and within easy reach of 
the market of sixty-four millions has not 
saved New England from a worse misfortune 
than has befallen any part of the Dominion 
of Canada. 

Some Jews who have been driven out of 
Russia have been examining this depopu- 
lated country, aud they bavo coiiio to the 
conclusion that they can make a good living 
ofif the land which the Americans have 
abandoned in despair. A small colony of 
them have already settled in a place called 
Choaterfield, and ure doing well. Baron 
Hircli's agents have been iu tho country 
making enquiries as to the kind of land, and 
it is expected that there will be, before long, 
a goodly number of Kussian ejciUs cultivat- 
ing, the farms which native Americans have 
abandoned. They are industrious and fru- 
gal, and will, most likely, prosper .in their 
new homea. 



TJIE 1100 TH FAMILY. 

Tho Salvation Army is ono of tho most 
wonderful organizations of tho age, and its 
leader ono of ita most remarkablo men. 
The oiEcera of that army aro eleven thousand 
men and women, who work for less than a 
common laborer's pay, and its annual 
revenue ia nearly three niTlliona and a half 
of dollars — £750,000 sterling. 

Much has been said about General Booth 
and his family. It has been something more 
than insinuated by persons whose word ia 
entitled to respect, that the General is a 
clever humbng, and that the members of his 
family aro making a very good thing out of 
their connection with the army. 

The hints and auggf^tions and direct ac- 
cusations to this effect have been believed 
by many, and have, no doubt, had the 
effect of lessening the iniiaence of General 
Booth and of crippling him to a certain ex- 
tent in his eSforts to succor the needy and to 
raise tVe fallen. 

Some who did not believe the reports that 
were circulated to the prejudice cf Mr, 
jjooth and ilia family, wuuted Lu uud uuir 

what foundation there ^as for them. 
Among Iheae were " sia persons of standing 
and position," who prevailed upon Mr. 
Arnold White " to inquire into and report 
upon the present position of the social 
scheme of the Salvation Army, dealing 
with the Farm Colony." Mr. White un- 
derstood that bis mission waa to find oat 
whether or not General Booth is an honest 
man, and if he is competent to invest to tho 
best lulvantage the large sums entrusted 
to luui. 

When Mr. White entered upon thin work 
ho does not appear to have been ut all pro- 
possessed in favor of General Booth or the 
Salvation Army. As ho was a friend and 
admirer of Professor Huxley, who ia un- 
friendly to the Booths, and who haa but a 
poor o]iiiiion of the work in which they are 
engaged and the organiy.atiou which they 
have formed, he was, if lie had a biaa in 
any direction,. rather inoliaed to accept the 
conclusions to which tho agnostic professor 
had arrived, than to think well of the Booths 
ond their niethoda. But ho ia an honc.Ht 
nran, and was detormiued to report men 
and things connected with the .Salvation 
Army without fear, favor or affection. 

lie entered into a searching iaveBtiga- 
tion with respect to tho way in which tho 
accounts of tho army are Itept. Ho deter- 
mined to find out if there were any picking 
and stealing going ou. Ilia standard of ac- 
curacy and ayalcm waa a very high oue. Ho 
was resolved not to tolerate any loosoncaain 



tho method of keeping tho Army's books. 
Tlio ordinary bookkeeping of Missionary 
Societies would not satisfy him. If the ac- 
counts of the Army were not kept aa care- 
fully and acourately aa those of the London 
Joint Stock Bank he waa determined to 
aend in an adverse report. He, after tho 
manner ot tho moat exacting of iuspoctora, 
made surprise visits to the Aritiy's estab- 
liahments in ort'.sr to detuct any irregular- 
ity that may' exist in the way in which its 
money affairs liro managed. 

Tho reaulta of hU searching enquiry aoom 
to have surprised him, as thoy will no doubt 
surprise tho British public, at Home and iu 
the Colotiies. ' , 

Mr. White found General Booth's finan- 
cial management as nearly perfect as poasi- 
ble. He found that stealing, by any 
ono connected with tho Army, without 
inimodittto discovery, ia tho noit thing 
to impoaaible. Tho accounts aro not kept 
by army clerks, bub ate in the hands cf a 
firm of professional BCCOuntaBts of high 
repute. This system of audit ia as strict as, 
or rather striot«r than, that of a railway 
company. He found, too, that instond of 
Ooneral Booth making a good thing out of 
the Army, ho takes very little indeed out 
of its funds, while he puts into them money 
to which he has an equitable right. Tho 
profits of Dnrkeat England, for instance, 
which amount to some §30,000, have all 
been put into the Army's treasury, (jenoral 
Booth has not kept a single shilling of the 
money for his own uso. The proiats of tho 
War Cry, which are §50,000 a year, all go 
into the common fund, which ia under as 
careful management as tlio uffuirs of the 
host conducted bank in London. It is, 
perhaps, best to lot Mr. White speak for 
himself. Ho aaya : 

All we are now considerint; is wbcthcr 
OeiKinil Booth ia an honest man, Having 
carefully investigated the curreut churges 
made against him, I cm come to no other 
conclusion than that, in matters of money, 
ho is a good example to some of the Lord 
Mayors of London, and to many miaaionary 
societies; that the administration of the 
Salvation Army funds, subjiict to auch 
errors as are incident to humanity, is aa 
good aa tho administration of tho London 
Joint-Stock Bonds, and that so fur from 
reaping personal pecuniary advantage from 
his position, he lias made, and is making, 
aiiorifices of thousands of pounds, whicli 
might with equity be retained by him for 
bis own use. 

And what is true of General Booth ia 
true of his aons and daughters and his sons- 
in-law. The highest salary paid is to Mr. 
Bramwell Booth, who gets £200 o year and 
the rent of an eight-roomed house from tho 
funds of the Array. Mr. White says that 
ho is assured by competent judges that Mr. 
Bramwell Booth would not be overpaid if 
ho received a remuneration of £4,000 a year. 
This is the commercial value of the services 
of a man of his capacity and intellectual 
grip. 

Mr. White reports : 

1. That General Booth and his family are 

honest to the core. 

2. That they barely tako food enough to 
keep body and soul together. 

That ono aud all, for the good of others, 
are working themaolvea almost to death. 

•i. That fo fur from making a good thing 
out of tho Army thoy either work for no- 
thing or for a bare pittance. 

It must be remembered that the man who 
bears thia high testimony to tho integrity 
of Cleneral Booth tind hia family ia not in 
any way connected witli the Salvation 
Army. We do not know that he is even 
what ia generally called "religious." But 
that be ia an honest man who is determined 
to give credit where credit is due ia abnnd- 
ently evident iu hia paper which is in the 
July number of the Fortnightly Review. 
Tho paper contains many interesting parti- 
culars reapectiag the Farm Colony, which 
we have not leftourselvea space to notice.

Ro George Bowack, detained by the 
Vancouver Health Authorities, hahcaa 
corpus. 

An applioatiou eimilar to the present one 
havtag been made to, and refused by, my 
broUier - MoCreighb, I intimated to Mr. 
Bowaok's oonnBet; when he moved for the 
rule nisi, that I had doubts as to my juris- 
diction in view ot tlio recent decision of the 
Houau of Lords in what is fiuuiliurly Imown 
as Bell-Cox'a case, which was one of habcciit 
corpus (Gox V. Hakes, 15' App., Go. 51'1). 
The question of jurisdiction has now been 
raised, as 1 anticipated woiihl have been the 
case, by counsel for the Vancouver authori- 
ties. In liell-Cox'd case tlio point decided 
was that in Kiighind no appeal lies in habeas 
forpii.H cases from an order of release, under 
the general appeal clause in the Judicature 
Acts ; but ti.cir Lordships atudiously re- 
frained from giving any authorativu de- 
cision aa to whether, in case of tha release 
being refused, an appeal would He under 
the aunie euactuicnt. Different opiuions on 
the latter point were, however, expressed 
by members of the House ; and those 
opinions, it is needless to say, are most 
valuable now tliat the poiut has been suh- 
niittod to me for decision, especially as it 
was suggested in iho English tribunals that 
if the appeal existed the inference possibly 
yna open that the legislature intended that 
it Should displace the practice in 
force prior to , the Judicature Acts. 

•V . That' practice, as stated by the Lord Cliau- 
cellor, was that' 'lif release was refused, ;i 
person detained might — see Ex-parte Part- 
ington (13 M. & VV. 679)— make a fresh 
application to every Judge or every Court 
in turn, and each Court or Judge was bound 
to consider the question indbpendently, aud 

; <wa4 not to ba influenced by the previous 
' decisions refusing discharge." By the Eng 
lish Judicature Acts, a fusion of the Etig 
lish Superior Courts into one High Court of 
Justice was cff. ctcd; but the jurisdiction in 
matters of h(di< (n nn-jxia was left, according 
to Lord BrunnveU'a view of tho matter — if 
not unsettled — pretty much aa it was before 
— (15 App. Cas. Our Judicatuio Act, 

on tho other hand, mainly relales to proce- 
dure. No fusion of Courts was eQected by 
it, for none wus needed, none possible, as 
we have had all along but one Superior 
Court— the Supremo Court. Wo have in 
our Judicature Act the same appeal clause 
as appears in the English Judicature Act; 
in addition to that, an appeal to the Divi- 
sional Court is specially given in cases of 
liabi as royjiii^ by Section G'2 of the Supreme 
Court Act. How that appeal is to be en- 
forced where a discharge has been ordered, 
I fail to see, for no machinery is provided 
for the purpose of bringing "tho body" that 
is gone before the Appellate Court. At all 
events it is not with a case of that sort that 
I um concerned; but it is with tho converse 
one of a discharge being refused. 

An appeal, on Mr. Bowack'a behalf to the 
Divisional Court, from Mr. Justice Mc- 
Croight, may, in its details of proceduic 
perhaps be launched as it was in the liell- 
Cox's case, tliough Lord Krumwoll seoma to 
have disapproved of the whole proceeding, 
as there was no lis .in which to appeal, 
and no question , of judicature 
involved. Be this as it may, 
I shall assume that Mr. Bowack's 
right of appeal could, if he chose to assert 
it, be, in some way, legally presented. Then 
comes the question ; Does the fact that the 
Legislature has expressly given him that re- 
medy impliedly operate as a bar to the jiro- 
ceedings before me t These proceedings uu- 
dsniably involve the question of his personal 
liberty, and as such have, in the past, been 
regarded as a part of the subject's constitu- 
tional rights, and therefore as righta of 
which he should not be deprived by mere 
implication, for "the spirit of our free in- 
stitutions requires that the iuterprecation 
of all statutes shall bo favorable to personal 
liberty," ([)ur Lord Abinger, in Henderson 
v. Slicii)ornc, 'J .\L >t W. 'J.'in, cited in 

Muxwell.) IJenco I must h(dd that as the 
enactment giving the appeal has not oxpresa- 
ly substituted it for the old practic>', Mr. 
Bowack is entitled to tho advantages which 
that practice gives him, by seeking, as hu 
now docs, my opinion as to the legality of 
his anest and detention regardless o! tho 
fact of his failure before another judge I 
might add that his application to me is, in 
no sense, an appeal from my brother Mo- 
Creigbt, but is one aa to which I have to 
exercise a primary jurisdiction without 

m knowledge of the materials before him, and 
upon much more evidence, as I am informed, 
than was presented to him. 

The present case has arisen under tho 
Public Health Act and a set of liy-lawa 
passed under its provisions by the Corpora- 
lion of Vancouver; the by-laws aro within 
those provisions, and tho act it- 
self, in so far as it relates to the question I 
have to decide is cnnstitutionul, as tho sub- 
ject of Public Health falls within the class 
of legislative matters asslgnfed ' to tho pro 
vinco by Sec. 02 of the B.N.A. Act, Acts 
relating to the Public Health areto belibcr- 
nlly coi.strued so aa to suppress the mischief 
and advance tho reuierly (Max. 84); but 
when anv r.-asonablc doubt exists in ro- 
spect, of I lii ir 1 uigiKi u'o, or of that of their 
Bulisidiaiy by laws, tlie li-nelit of that doubt 
must unhi-hitatiiij'ly in- givi;n to the subject 
on the iinpnitiu.t couM it utional priin-iplc 
that, I bavi) iilrci.ily :.lali'd, which will well 
bear n -(|iioiiiig, v;/,,; " I'hat the fpiril of 
our fii'c iii-'tiliitimi.-i rujuiios that the inter- 
proiationof all 6t;itnlia shall be favorable 
to J)rIsonia lilirrly " 

According to Mr. H 'wackV allidavit, he 
is a merch-uit and r. si. lent ol Ij -ndiiM, Eng i 
ho arrived ill Victoria on tliu l.'jfli instant 
and left at '2 a.m. of ih.i I.'ith by tin; 
steamer Yo.HCinitc for Vancouver, wddch 
place be re ichi d SIX li"urM afierwards. He 
fur' her Htalcii tiiat while in V.cux-i.t he wu-t 
aware that ca-es (if Hii.alipox > xi^ted in the 
city; that he t >idc every pi ecaution i>g iin.-t 
contagion and ?xpo.siii-o lo i; ; that to the 
best, of his knowledge hu was imvr ex 
posi-d; that he v/.ia aU' Cc-slu lly vi, ccinaii ,1 
on tho duy of his arrival, ami f/ot a. inc iical 
oertiGoate to that cfTect; that ih" Yo-endie, 
on which he dcparn d, had, a» he heli.-ved, 
complied with the smallpi x regulations he- 
fore leuvine Victoria; thai, upon his quit- 
ting the stodnKT, and lai diiig ou ihuO. F. 
R. Co.'s wharf »t Va"oouvi r he wus taken 
in charge by a Vancouver policeman, named 



Grady, by instructions of the Vancouver 
Chief of Police, and, against bis will, there- 
upon taken to a hospital on Caniblo street 
and there detained till now; that baforo ho 
was so taken and detained lio was asked no 
questions rei^p=cting hisoxpoauro to smallpox 
or ns to tho places where he had been previ- 
ously staying, by any health officer :or, Other 
niliner, in authority; that his arrest and de- 
tion are. not tho result of any criminal 
charge^ buiiS.that . he was so arrested and 
has been so detaiued under color of 
certain Government regulations relating to 
smallpox ; and further that during his de- 
tention ho showed the policeman his cer- 
tificate of vaccination, and that tho police- 
man informed him ho was held under 
verbal instructions of the Chief of I'olice 
acting as an ollicer of tho Vancouver Hoard 
of Health. The allidavit of the Vmcouver 
Medical Health Cllicer, Dr. Herald, alleges 
that according to his information and be- 
lief, tho City of Victoria is nil infected 
locality icilhiii the meaninci of the Govern- 
ment regulations aa to eniallpox, there 
having been for tho last 1-t days, viz.: from 
the nth of July ti tho 2.3rtl, (the date of bis 
allidavit) "a largo nundjer of siiiallpo.x 
cases existing therein," that those ca.scs had 
"broken out in various parts of the saiil 
city and the said disease had been thereby 
widely spread through tho S"id city ;" that 
"tho Health Olliceu-s and authoiitiec. in 
Victoria, owing to the increase of sin dlpox 
in tho Said city, anil to the great danger 
there was of the contagion spreading," had 
"ordered that no meetings shoidil be held, 
and that tho law cmuts slionld bJeloaed for 
tho trial of actions, and that the public 
examinations ahould not tidje place ;" that 
when the Yoseniito reached Vancouver on 
tho i,5th inatant, ho "boarded her as Health 
Ollicer for the purpos-) of having _ the 
freight ami cargo disinfected and examniiii;/ 
and if necessary, detaining any passougera 
that might be on board tho said steamer 
ao us to prevent, us far os possible, 
tho spread of the contogion of 
smallpox in Vancouver ;" that he " then 
informed the passengers that if any 
wished to land at Vancouver it would be 
neces.;ary that theyshould be held and de- 
tained in a place isolated from its inhabit- 
ants for a period of time, so that the 
dtmger of their Spreading the disease 
might bo averted;" that "Georce 
Bowack not heeding what was thus said 
went on shore from the said Steamer and 
delied the regulations ;" that "Bowack was 
thereupon restrained from going amongst 
tho eiti/.ena of Vancouver and was taken to 
a building provided by the city where per- 
sons coming from an infected place and I'Vio 
liad beui cxjioscd to contii'j^itm were to re- 
main until all danger of their ppreading the 
disease should be jiast ;" that, as a "medical 
practitioner and health ollicer," ho consid- 
ered " that it would be extremely danger- 
ous to the inhabitants of Vancouver if per- 
sons coming from an infected locality, such 
us Victoria was/' between the ]."nh and 
i23rd instant, " were allowed to go about the 
streets of Vancouver without having been 
thoroutibly disinfected and excluded from 
intercourse with people tor a period of I I 
days ;'' that " it is impossible to discover 
whether a person has the di-icuso of small- 
pox on him by physical exauiinatiou until 
the disease has actvially broUeii (uit, as the 
disease takes M days to incubate, and 
though the person alUicted may bo thor- 
oughly well to all outward appearances, yet 
ho might have tho disease upon him und 
thereby bo capable of spreading it ;" that 
" there aro no modern appliances in Van- 
couver, or," as far as he knows, "on the I'a- 
eifio Coast, to ensure a thorough disinfec- 
tion, and" that, "therefore, there ia greater 
danger in allowing people who come from 
tin infected place to go at large." He then 
instances the cases of two arrivals in Van- 
couver from Victoria, prior to tho 15th, 
wdio, shortly afterwards, fell ill of .smallpox 
and who, us he alleges, doubtless quite cor- 
rectly, must have had the disease in un un 
developed state la Victoria, and on the 
steamer. He also expressed the opinion, 
with which one must, as a matter of com- 
mon knowledge, a ;ree, that the spread of 
smallpox may bo effected by vaccinated 
persons, as they may carry it.s germs 
about them. Alhdavits of many other 
medical gentleineu of Vuncouver, v.'ho 
pledge tliemselvca to the etatement that 
Victoria " is, ' according to their ' informa- 
tion and belief " an infected locality, have 
also been placed before me; but na they were 
all made on the 2.'id inst. and refer to the 
sanitary condition of the city at that time, 
they are not evidence of its state on tlio I.'ith 
und 1-lth of July, when Mr. Bowack was in 
the city, for it is only with the latter period 
that I have to deal. Dr. Morrison, of Vi;- 
torij, !iO" over. ali>.teo thutu' th" thorn 
were about lifty cases in the city, but ho 
abstains from giving un opinion us to 
whether Victoria was or was not on that 
account an "infected locality." 1'here is 
an afTi lavit of the Mayor of N'ancouver, to 
tho ed'ect that ho received a telegram from 
the State of Washington that some of its 
cities and towns had, to quote the language 
used, " declared their cities to be ([uaran- 
tined ogainst British Columbia in conse- 
<]uenoe of the prevalence and apread of 
amullpox in Victoria." This information, 
aa I pointed out when it was read, is hear- 
say evidence of such a character that it 
must be unhesitatingly rejected. It has not 
even the virtue of being vouched for, as to 
its truth, by the Mayor. It may be too 
true, but would a mau on trialfor nislifo or 
liberty lose either on a telegraphic despatch 
of this sort? I felt surprised when asked 
to give tho telegram any consideration. In- 
dependently of this the authorities of Van- 
couver, as well as those of all other placoa, 
must, in matters concerning the health of 
the public under their guardianship, act on 
their own judgment, and on substantiated 
facts within their own knowledge. The 
next evidence of importance is that of Duc- 
tors Divie aud Wattof Victoria. Dr. Da\'ie 
occupies the important poaition of .Medical 
Health Ollicer fur tho Province. lie stales 
that having read Mr. I'.owi.ck's afhdavit, 
he is of the opiidon that the 
latter oiujlit not to have been (|Uarant iiied 
"unless a persiriial cxaminalinn resulteel in 
the discovery of disease," and that the facts 
dcposi'd to by Mi-.

WiiKHi-:.;?, nndernnd by virtue of nn Act of 
the Lciiialativo Assembly of tho Provinco of 
British Columbia passed nt tho last session, 
intituled, '"I'lio Victoria Sc ghb;^' / J^nijw'ny 
Act, 1S;I2," a company wa.s Incorporated with 
power to lay out, construct, maintain and oper- 
ate a lino of railway from aomo convenient and 
accessible point within tho City of Victoria by 
tho moat fcueiblo and available onglnecring 
route to the Townalto of Sidney in the District 
of North SEianloh,',' ' ' -' 

\ND ■AVnKRE.vs, under anrt by virtue of 
another Actoftbosjid Legislature uossrd at tho 
last session thereof, Intiluledi "The Victoria 
,.t Sidney Railway Subsidy 'Aot; 1892," power 
was taken by tho Government of BjitlahCo- 
luinbii to guarantee tlie payment ot interest, 
until mntuiity, at two per cont. per annum on 
bonds o' tho said railway company, issued to 
nn nmouni not oxcccdiiiK $300,000. or its equlvn-

gogo shall pontain all Uto covenants, powers

A species of yeast closely rcscmWing' 
the Icophir found in tl;a ro;>'i(iiis of tliu 
CjLiU'u.siis iiioiuit ains luis discov- 
ered in C;ilironiia, sa.ys a San l-'raiu'lsuo 
leltm-to tlic Xow Yoi-k Trll)uiie. laiio 
tlic liepliir, lliis Anioriuau product 
causes alcoholic lonnentation of mill:, 
affording a 'beverage that is pronouiieod 
refreshing arid delightful. Many C'ali- 
fornian housckoepors always have on 
Irand tliis sacidiaroiuycite in a jar luilf- 
lilled Willi swc'ctinied water, and the 
ferment product known as (California 
boes' beer, is drawn and used us a Ionic. 
The kephir grains ferment dextrose as 
well as laetrose, and it is the dextrose 
of" grape-sugar ferment product that 
has licen used mostly in this coinitry. 
ln(ierniany and liussia tlie niillc fer- 
mented 1)3" kephir f^-rains has become 
popidar as a drink, and an enterprising 
lirni has recentlj'- opened a factory 
where the ferment will be manufiic- 
tnrcd for the beveraj^'e-lovin;.,' (lerunms. 

The original kepliir-yeasi, liiiown to 
Roientists as Kern's miUi-i'erment, is 
found in tlie Caucasus ve;|ions, :md is 
called l)y the :iativos kiplier, kiapliir, 
kelir. or kcpiiir. The food of the peas- 
ants is limited to flesh and milk, for 
agriculture is impossible in mountain- 
ous districts. The milk is never taken 
'•strniglit," the desired mixture being 
obtained by addin;;- the alcf)liolic A'r- 
nient to the fresh milk. 'J'he process is 
simple emough. 'i'lu^ ciMii];onnd, itou- 
sisting of one volume of Icepliir-^^-aias 
to si.K or seven volumes of millc, is ex- 
posed to the air at an ordinary tcmp 'i a- 
tnro for about twenty-four Ixoin-s DMil 
shaken frcipionlli". The ferment is 
poui'cd from tlie grains and mixed with 
Iw-ice its volnineof fresli millv. wliieli in 
turn is fi^rmentod, eliminating a hirf^'e 
amount of carlionic -acid gas, ;ind form- 
ing from one-lialf to one per cent, of al- 
cohol. "When made successfully tlie 
liquid is thick, witliuut lar;.!C coaifulated 
lumps, and has a ]>leasaiitly acid taste. 
The preparation of tlie f;imous koumiss 
of the steppes dilt'ers from this only in 
the longer process of fermentation, 
when it becomes a frothing, foaming 
decidedly acid drink. The jiopularity 
of the kephir is due largely to its medic- 
inal propoi'ties. Gastric and pulmon- 
ary complaints are often cured by it. 
As a large part of the a'liuminoids in 
the millv are peptonized durinj^ fermen- 
tation the tonic is a groat aid to diges- 
tion. . ■ 

The organ of the kephir grains was 
for a long time nnlinown. Xolluii;; 
could be leanied from tiie natives of tlie 
source, but scientists now believe that 
in its wild fcn-ni it grows in little 
•clumps or granules on bnslies found in 
■the mountains below the snow-line. It 
is supposed that the original ■ growtli 
■was Ijy spores, but culture contimicd 
imder a variety of conditions failed to 
show tiie spore process of growth. Tlic 
yeast cells foV an in Unity of generations 
have grov.-n by budding in the milk, 
and the plant may have lost the knack 
of.producing spores. In appearance tlic 
.grains ai-o white, compact, elastic, slim- 
enveloped, massed, spherical or ellipti- 
cal in contour, and varying in si/.c from 
oniT to live millimeters in diameter. 
The small grains are <fenerally sniootli, 
but the lar{,fcr ones have numerous 
small outgrowths anil resemble 
-miniature cauliflowers. The grains 
.shrink by loss of water, becoming 
yellowi.sh-brown when dry, but do 
not lose the power of ferment- 
ing. AVlion placed in milk tlu-y he- 
come white again, and in a few days 
.grow as rapidly a»d ferment as readily 
.as the fresh grains. Each grain, when 
examined with, a microscope, disch'^ed 
two diiferent structures, yeast cells and 
bacteria. The b;icteria form the laiger 
mass of the cell, in which the yeast cells 
of all shapes and .sizes, arranged in 
rows, arc imbedded. 

Tlie American kephir, in the prqccss 
of fermenting milk, does "not cause the 
inillc to sour, in the ordinary sense. 
The mixture is acid, but no eoa;,nilation 
t[d;es [ilace. The <n-diiiary ljccr-y<'ast 
has not the property of fermenting 
sweet milk, altlKjugli it does produce 
alcoholic fermentation in sour inillc. It 
also inverts cane sugar, anotlier point 
of difference between the becr-ycast 
and keidiir, the latter having the power 
to fennent dextrose and lactose, but not 
saccharose. 



THE HOLE SHUTS UP. 



A Kovcl Way of rroturtliij; Vessels from 



The Danish government, which is ac- 
tive in perfecting its small but power- 
ful fleet, has piven a practical demon- 
stration of the value of cellulose as a 
defense against the entrance of water, 
following the [liercing of a ship of war 
by a projectile. The vessel upon which 
the experinu'iit was tried was the llec- 
la, the latest addition to the, lleet. 
"While at anchor another eruis<'r, the 
Absalom, took position about forty-live 
yards from tlie llecla, which is pro- 
tected with all inside lining of celluliise 
three feet thick. The Absalom dis- 
oliarg'ed a proji'ctilo from a live-inch 
gun, which pierced the llccia at a point 
near the bow and at the water line. The 
latter immediatiBly got under way and 
cruised about for three hours, the water 
ill tlie me.'iiitime llowing freely ahove 
till" liolcs caused by the shot. The cel- 
lulose, which dilated upon contact with 
the %vatcr, gave results appareutl^^ ef- 
llcidht, inasmuch as the comp.n-tment 
which hnd IxH'ii ])icreed at tlie conclu- 
sion of the three hours' cruise contained 
but a trilling ipiaiitity of water. ,

diaeaeo, when tho danger of that person 
coiinnuriicating tlie diacaso to others ia 
limited to hia clotliiin;."' He also, stutea 
that !i3 Provincial ITeiilth OlDcer he has "it 
knowledno of the circuniatances conuectcd 
witli the cases of sniidliiox in Victoria," and 
that, in hia "opinion, the city ira.'i not cn 
till' l.llli of Jith/ or III (in;/ tim<: since an 
in/ii/iil lorittili/ tT .such an extent that every 
person f,'"i"g from the city was, on tho Kith 
inst., or since, would ho likely to in- 
fect otlicrs, unless such person had 
been hrouyhb in direct contact with the 
said disease ; " that f having regard to the 
muiiher of persons lilllicted willi tho said 
disease on the 15th of July, not more than 
from one to two per cent of the population 
could ha said to ho at all likely to carry the 
infection ; " and that " u. few days or hours 
residence in "Victoria from tho l'2th inat, 
to the present time," (that is yester- 
day), "at the Driard Hotel could in no 
sense without more, ho said to tni an ex- 
posure to infection." Tho reference to tho 
"Driard" is nuulo us Mr. Bowack put up 
at that hotel while in "Victoria, as appears 
by an allidavit of Grady the policeman, 
which I hivvG not hitherto referred to. I 
have given at considerable length the suh- 
stance of every pertinent allidavit read in 
this case, least any fact of importauue 
should escape attention. Moreover, the 
opinions of the ninny medical gentlemen, 
which I have stated, arc not only vuluahlo 
to me as a guide, hat aio of uuquestionahle 
value to the community at largo in so fur 
as they impart information as to contagion 
or iofeotion. Dr. Davie, at first sight, 
scema to disagree with some of his medical 
brethren at "Vancouver on questions of 
patbolopy, but upon a close oxumlnation of 
their affidavits, I find that in the main they 
are in accord. Uu one moat> important fact 
they materially differ^ All tho affidavits 
of the medical gentlemea in "Vancouver, 
witli respect to "Victoria being an infected 
locality, refer to its having been so on the 
2;jrd inst. ; but suppose, tor tho sake of 
argument, that instead of tho '2;!rd inst., 
th(i iluto had been the 13th and Mth inst., 
he.i Mr. Bowack was in tho city ; even in 
M,,ii case, their Btatenients, us they are 
b.^:l^upon mcrc information, cannot pre- 
v.ul against tho.se of the I'rovinoial Medical 
Oliicer, whose knowledge derived from ex- 
perience on the spot jnstilied him, as ho must 
have delilierately thought, in pledging 
his oath that Victoria ira.i not "at the time 
mentioned, or since" " an infected locality." 
Being an oliicer appointed for the I'roviuce 
at large, he is responsihie for the protection 
— not only of Victoria, where he happens to 
reside, hut of Vancouver, and every other 
locality in tho province, against the in- 
roads of smallpox. His opinion, therefore, 
is entitled to much weight. Wliilc this 
must ho the cjse, equal weight would be 
duo to the opinion ot his brethren in V^an- 
couver, if uncontrovtrted facts called for 
decision. There is a hro.ad distinction ho- 
tween information, that is sncond hand, and 
positive knowledge, that is tirat hand. In 
deciding hetweon the two, the latter must, 
as a matter of common senac, prevail. Dr. 
Morrison states th«t there yfere case? 9^ 
smallpox iu Victoria 6h thd I5th itbiahb. 
The population of Victoria is 20,CO0 or over; 
hence out of every '100 people there was but 
one patient ; but taking the Dominion cen- 
sus of 15,000, there was, on the doctors' 
showing, one patient to every 300. Dr. 
Davie's statement, that from one to two per 
cent, might, at that time, have borne infec- 
tion seems, therefore, a fair, if not a very 
liberal, estimate. In view of these faota, 
cun any medical man of repute deliberately 
stamp such a locality as "an infected local- 
ity," Take u village of 100 inhabitants, 
would a physician who valued his reputa- 
tion, pronounce it to ho " an infected local- 
ity," if two or even five of its inhabitants 
happened to have amiillpox '/ Yet this is 
what tho medical gontleincu of Vancouver 
have unwittingly done in couse(|Ueuco of in- 
formation that misled them. 

The authority under which Dr. Herald is 
alleged to have aisted appears in sections 8 
and 29 of the Health bydaws passed by the 
Vinooiiver eorporation. Seotion 8 ia as fol- 
lows: "The Medical Health Officer shall 
have power to stop, detain and examine 
every person or persons, freight, cargoes, 
boats, railway and tramway cars coming 
from a place infected with a pestilential or 
infectious disease, in order to prevent tho 
introduction of the same into the city." 
Admitting, for the sake of argument, that 
during tho period iu (pieatiou Victoria was 
an infected locality, the queation uriaes, did 
Dr. Keraid coiiipiy witii ihis uuuciiiienl — 
for it has the force of a statute — in what he 
did on the 15th instant '; He seems to have 
been fully aware of his duties, for in his 
allidavit ho makes tho important statement 
that ho went " on hoard of the steamer for 
tho purpose of having the cargo disinfected 
and examining and, if nocesaary, detaining 
any passengers so as to jirevent tho spread of 
tho contagion of smallpox in Vancouver, " 
The by-law authorizes Ijini to stop, detain 
ami examine — not disjunctively to stop, do- 
tain or examine. He did not 'examine,' be- 
cause, as he yjrtually says in his uflidavit, 
"what was tho use of an examination, for it 
takes 14 days for smallpox to show itself 
But he was bound to obey the by law, and 
to examine tho pjassongera as directed; and 
if, upon exau. illation, lie tliscovcrcd a caao 
of disease, to dc-luIi] ilie pr.tior.t. That is 
the meaning of the by-law. As observed 
by my brother McCroight, such by-laws are 
drawn with tho assistance of medical men, 
who must have known as well as Dr. Her- 
ald that smallpox takes about 14 days to 
develop itself; hence the requirement to 
"examiue" can have only one sensible mean- 
ing, vii!., to examine with a view of ascer- 
taining whether a developed case ex- 
isted, l)r. Herald cannot bo said to have 
aeted under section 8, for he did not detain 
and examine Mr. Bowack, but detained 
him without examining him. We have 
thcreforo to ascertain whether his course 
was justified by tho terms of section 2!), 
wdiich is as follows :— " In ease any travel- 
ler coming from without the city, or any 
person residing in the city, is infected with 
or exiioaed to any of the diaeasea mentioned 
in this by-law, tho medical heallli oliicer, or 
board of liealth, may make tH'cctivc pro- 
vision, in the manner which to them shall 
seem moot and best for tho public safety, 
by removing such persons to a sepiuati- 
houae, or liy otherwiae isolating thcni, if it 
can bo done williout danger to his life, and 
by providing nursca and other assistance 
neceseary for tiiein, at his own coat and 
charges, &c." I need not read tho reat of 
the section. Common sense suggests that 
tills Foclion means, that if an incoming 
traveller is infected with smallpox, or 
has, according to the Health Ollicer's 
l:noirli.il;/i\ hum. (x/m.-ied. to il, the 
Ileitlth (Jllicer may remove him and isolate 
him; aud what else : "I'rovido nurses " for 
him. Tho lust very proper provision could 
only apply to suH'erera, because only aucli 
-,vould need nursing. Tho authuiity tu 
detain, iaolato and nuiBB OWJ only refer to 
patients. To put any other construotion on 
the section would be manifestly improper. 
Readiog the by-law in the Ught of Dr, 
Herald^ course with respect to Mr. Bowack, 
the section would give him, authority to 
practically imprison for- .14 days every 
person Ijelonging to "Viotoria, whether 
alliictcd with smallpox or not, who ventured 



to land in "Vancouver. Travellers, as in 
Mr. Bowack's instance, would also meet 
with the same penal fate. Tho Vancouver 
authorities, as well as all similar bodies, 
may usefully follow the c.xunipio set in 
matters of public health by England and 
other civilized countries. No ship with 
its cargo and passengers coming even from 
a notoriously infected port ia ever quaran- 
tined, if she is found on examination at the 
port of destination to be freo from disease. 
Quarantining ia nocesaarily a severe meas- 
ure; and no one has ever heard of its being 
resorted to on mere surmise or uppreliension 
of danger. T'ho imprisonment of ono or 
100 individuals for l-t days for the purpose 
of finding out wlietlier he or tlicy might de- 
velop smallpox would not ho tolerated in 
barbarous countries, much leas within tho 
boundaries of an Knipiro that justly prides 
itself on tho fact that throughout its legal 
history ot several handred years the liberty 
of tlie subject haa been tho foremost prin- 
ciple in its constitution. Tho zeal of tlie 
Vancouver Board of Health in endeavoring 
to protect its wards and guard tliem against 
the attack of a loathaoinu diacaso ia assured- 
ly commendable in tho abstract, but that 
zeal lias been carried beyond even 
the legal limits of the by-laws of their own 
Municipality. For this reason alone Mr. 
Bowack would bo entitled to his release. 
But supposing that this were not the case 
he would bo entitled to Ida discharge on tho 
evidence before ine, which I have not yet 
referred to. Dr. Davie's evidence, as well 
as Mr. Bowack's, shows tliat Sir. Bowack 
conld not be said to have been "exposed" to 
smallpox when living in Victoria. It was 
not iiiounibcnt on Mr. Bowack to^ prove 
this, but it was clearly incumbent on Dr. 
Herald to prove exposure, as section 20 only 
justified detention in cases of disease or ex- 
posure to it. Neither ono nor the other 
existed so far as tho evidence goes in Mr. 
Bowack's case,. and there is not a word in 
any of the bye-laws which would warrant 
arrest and detention on suapioion or mere 
surmise. Dr. Davie also, iu positive lan- 
guage, swears that from what ho daily 
saw about him Victoria, was not on tho 1,'lth 
inst., and has not since liccn an infected 
locality in a medical sense. Such evidence, 
as compared with statements niado on in- 
formation and belief must, according to a 
well established rule, as well as to common 
sense, prevail. ^Ir. Bowack seems to have 
dreaded the disease, and as fur as posaiblo 
kept out of its way. .^s I pomtcd out dur- 
ing the argument, that might bo a diflicult 
thine to do. The germs of the disease may 
be in this court room ; but would any 
sensible person say that on a mere surmise 
of their presence, every ono of us should lie 
marched off to Ross Bjy us "suspects';" 
I think that by putting the case thus, the 
absurdity of the whole proceeding at Van- 
couver must bo apparent. On the facts 
deposed to, as well as on tho legal construc- 
tion of tho by-laws of Vancouver, Mr. 
Bowack has been illegally arrested and 
detained. I must, therefore, order his im- 
mediate release, and give him, as requested, 
the costs connected with his .present ap- 
plication.

London, July 28, — Premier Dibbs, of 
Xow South Wales, left Lopdon to-night on 
his jonmey homeward. Ho will stop at 

Liverpool for a day, and then proceed to 
Queenstown, catching the Umbria on Sun- 
day. Ho will spend n few days iu New 
York and go thence to Montreal end 
Ottawa, His object in visiting Ctinuda is 
to sound prominent capitalists in the 
Dominion in regard to the plan 
of laying a new cable between 
England and Canada, and a line between 
British Columbia and Australia, and also aa 
to tho establishment of a new steamahip 
lino between Canadian and Australian porta. 
Ha hopes that capitalists in tlie United 
.States will also ho interested, as the now 
enterprises will directly bo of much benefit 
to that country. He believes Australia will 
bo willing to pay a good share of the ex- 
penses. 

The premier says he has found that it 
will be easy to raise any necessary amount 
for the purpose in England, The Premier 
is an ardent Imperial Federationist. 
His visit to the Queen and his reception of 
the honor of Knighthood seem to have 
somewhat strengthened hia ejithuaiasni in 
favor of British iuatitutions. Ife is fervent 
in his praise of the Queen, and says ho was 
much impressed by her great tact as well aa 
by the wonderful courtesy of the Prince of 
Wales. Tho Queen, he declares ia tho 
finest woman in the world. 



TilE C.4NAL (QUESTION, 

Sir John Thompson's Statement as to tlie Sit- 
uation lietween Canada and 
the States. 

KlN<iSTON, Out,, July '_'S, — Sir John 
Thompson, leader of the Conservative party 
in the Dominion House, was iu this city. 
Speaking about the canal tolls question, he 
Slid that the United States Government 
would certainly put the canal tolls billa, re- 
cently passed, in force, on August 1. To 
view of thia the Canadian ( Joveriiinent 
will not raise the tolls on tho U'ellaiid 
canal, but will refer tho matter to the 
liriliHb {Jnvernmeiit, claiming that tlio. 
American (lovernnient had violated a treaty 
with Canada. The Canadians will ask that 
they be protected, or, in other words, that; 
the AtnericMi; be required to pay the 
Canadian vessel owners tlie damages 
they may suttaiu through the passage 
of A retaliatory, measure. It will be a cause 
of arbitration to ascertain if the Canadian 
Gorernmeothas discriminated againat Amer- 
ican vessels on the St. Lawrence Hver, I£ 
the Canadians are guilty they will have to 
pay damages to people who bad to pay tho 
tolls. If Canada is sustained the Americana 
will have to stand the loss.

Great liritain Fully Alive to the Dan- 
ger— Precautio us Now 
Being Talion. 

London, July 28.— The Lanoot, in an 
editorial, says that cholera ia makinc steady 
headway in Russia, and that even the in- 
coinpleto ofiQoial returns received udinit that 
am) deaths are caused daily by tho disease. 
It is spreading westward. The report that 
it has invaded Roumnnia is of serious im- 
port to Europe. No proper account, 
the Lancet aaya, has boea issued 
with regard to tlie disease in Paris, 
Tho Lancet cnncliKle.f ita article as follows : 
"When half ilie peoplo attacked die it mat- 
ters little what imuie ia given to cholera in 
Pai-ia and ita aubnrba." 

Tho I'aria eorn-3|iondeut of tho Lancet 
telegraphs that Ketta, a member of tho 
hygeiiio publiquo, reports that in 29 out of 
•ID eases of illiiesa which ho has investi- 
gated, ho baa found the true cholera 
l)acilliu3. iM. Notta further says that true 
cholera ia limited to tho suburbs of Paris, 
and that only that form of the diseaso 
known as cluderino exists in the city. 

Prof. Dieulapay, however, stutes that he 
has found the chulcru bacilUus in two oases 
iu Paris, 

In view of the report of tho commission 
of Spanish doctora that the clioleriue 
epidemic in tho suburbs of Paris ia un- 
doubtedly Asiatic cholera, it may ho of in- 
terest to know exactly what precautions 
are being taken by the authorities to mini- 
mize the risk of such a terrible 
plague in England. Ai France 
so close to our borders, and 
a Ceftselesa interchange of visitors is 
always going on it is recogui/rid that it 
would bo futile to attempt to deal with such 
a disease as cholera by quarautllie. In fact 
there are only tv,-o human diseases to which 
i.uarautino h'gulatlo-is apply in thia coun- 
try —what is'iinown aa the Levantine plague 
and yellow fever. 

In addition to the order recently issued to 
all port and other sanitary authorities, 
■medical ollicers of health, olBcers of cus- 
toms, jnasters of ships and others absolutely 
prohibiting the lauding in tliis country of 
all rags from Prance or other delivery 
from ships except for tho purpose of export, 
it bus been ordered thab when a custonia 
ofiicer boards a vessel in port ho must usk 
whether there are tiny, and if so, what 
cases of the diseaso on board, and if there 
is tho slightest suepioion of cholera or 
choleraio he detains the vessel, pending tho 
arrival of the medical ofBcer of .health, who 
examines everyone on board and detains 
every person who is suflfering from cholera. 

He may also detain everyone wlioin ho 
saspeots to be suffering from cholera, pro- 
vided the. detention does not exceed ^8 
hours, which -fa considered sufiicicnt to 
enable him to ascertain beyond doubt 
whether it is an indubitable ease 
or not. All other passcngora are 
alloTTod to land on condition of giving 
their names aud place of destination. 
Then there comes into play a eyatcin in 
force for cnniinunicating with tho medical 
ofBuer of health of every district to which 
any paaaenger ia going, and the lociil sani- 
tary n.l!r!n!str"iinn r.f I !.n rlktrlot itsfilf ia 
relied upon to prevent the sjiread ol 
cholera.
